(viii) Delivery Month & Delivery Period: Means the 
month or the period during which the goods are 
tendered in month of terms of the contract in 
fulfilment of "commodity derivatives".

"commodity derivatives".

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may be suspended. The Provision of this bye¬ 
laws would be applicable to the seller member if 
the non-submission of the transaction slip on 
the same day was on account of any default on 
the part of the seller.

8(A) (ii) Non reporting or wrong reporting of trading 
transaction: In Case of non-reporting or wrong 
reporting of transactions, the member concerned 
shall be liable to pay a fine of Rs. 200/- per unit 
to 4 tonnes and / or disciplinary action under 
the bye-laws of the Exchange including 
suspension from trading. If the mistake of lapse 
in proper reporting is not rectified by the close 
of trading on the same day. The Exchange may, 
if possible, carry out correction on its own 
otherwise the said transaction in dispute shall 
be kept pending and the pay-in and pay-out in 
respect of remaining transactions in shall be 
effected and matter is dispute shall be referred 
to the clearing house committee for its 
investigation and such action may be deem 
proper.

36(B) The Board of the Exchange in their sole 
discretion may close the market for such period 
not exceeding 5 days for any reason they may 
deem fit and with the permission of the SEBI for 
such period exceeding 5 days that the SEBI may 
consider necessary or desirable. 

36(c ) SEBI may in any case where in its opinion an 
emergency exists and it addresses the Board to 
take action under (b) above and the Board does

manner direct extension of closure for such 
further period not exceeding five days at a time 
as the SEBI may think fit.

38(A) No member shall enter into a Commodity 
Derivatives during such period when trading 
therein is suspended or prohibited under the 
Bye-laws or under Securities Contracts 
(Regulation) Act, 1956. 

41 Members shall accept the letters, delivery orders, 
cheques etc. from the Exchange or from other 
members of the Exchange, between 10 a.m. and 
5.00 p.m. on all working days. The Board shall 
have the power to alter these timing from time 
to time. 

42 Trading in the Commodity Derivatives on trading 
days shall take place between the hours or as 
decided by the SEBI.

144 "Trading Ring" or "Patia" means such place or 
places as the Board may be from time to time 
determine and notify as reserved for Commodity 
Commodity derivatives in the commodities 
permitted to be traded at the Exchange.

162 All Commodity Derivatives entered into between 

one member to another member on the one hand 
and his constituent on the other shall be subject 
to these bye-laws as in force from time to time 
and shall be in writing. Such contracts shall be 
in the relevant forms appended to the bye-laws. 

163(A) All Commodity Derivatives between members 
shall be in the Officials contract form. (Given in 
the appendix) in the duplicate for use by the 
Exchange. 

(A) (i) Every Commodity Derivatives entered 
into by a member in accordance with these Bye¬ 
laws shall be immediately recorded in his 'Kacchi 
Parchi' 

(ii) Every member shall be supplied on payment, 
the required number of 'Kacchi Parchi' (Contract 
book) (in duplicate) in prescribed form, serially 
numbered for that purpose. 

(iii) Every member shall tender to the Exchange 
the original page or pages of the 'Kacchi Parchi' 
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in which the Commodity Derivatives transactions 
are recorded Immediately after the closure of the 
market for the transaction made on that day 
upto the closing time of the market. 

(iv) Details of all such contracts entered into by 
the member should be reported to the Exchange. 

(v) Any transaction related to Commodity 
Derivatives not recorded in the "Kacchi Parchi" 
or not reported to the Exchange, shall be deemed 
to be a contravention of this Bye-law and such 
transactions shall be illegal in terms of sub 
section (3A) of section of the Securities 
Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1956 read with Sub- 
Section 3 (a) of Section 11 of the said act. 

163(B) (a) All such commodity derivative between 

members shall be entered into only in the trading 
ring specified by the Board of Directors. These 
Contracts shall be prepared in duplicate in the 
official forms given in the appendix unless 
otherwise provided for in the Bye-laws 
hereunder. These contracts must be signed by 
the member or his authorised representative or 
the stamp of the member's name shall be affixed 
at the end. The transaction there in shall be 
confirmed by the corresponding member under 
his signature and stamp. This will constitute a 
legal contract between the signatory parties 
under the Bye-laws of the Exchange. 

(b) The original contract slip shall be submitted 
by the member to the concerned member with 
whom he has made the transactions and retains 
the remaining copy for his own record.

(d) All commodity derivative entered into by a 
member with non-member client(s) and 
appropriate by the member should be done either 
in the ring specified by the Board of Directors 
or in the office of the member and such contracts 
should be reported to the Exchange.

165 Member in action in any transaction on behalf 

of a party who is either a member or a non- 
member or on behalf of two or more parties shall 
be deemed to be the principal and shall be 
responsible as such.

167 No Commodity derivative entered into under 
these bye laws shall be cancelled by any of the 
parties there to. 

168 Members shall maintain a record of all their 

Commodity Derivatives and books of accounts 


related to the same for a period of three years 
for production whenever required. 

Direct Commodity Derivatives made between the 
members shall be in writing and in the relevant 
form as per provisions of the Bye-laws. All 
contracts shall be registered to the Exchange on 
the same day of their being entered into and 
shall not be accepted by the Exchange if they 
are not within the rates prevailing during the 
day on which contract was entered into. 

170 Time to time total transaction charges would be 
applicable for the payment as per board decision 
along with SEBI charges & other Govt Taxes. 

171 Commission on transactions shall be credited to 
the income of the Exchange. The amount of the 
charity shall be paid to the Charities concerned. 
The amount of Ring charges shall be utilized on 
the maintenance of the Ring. The amount of 
Building Found shall be credited to the Building 
Fund Account of the Exchanger and will be 
utilized on the construction and maintenance of 
the Guest House and Community Room in the 
Campus of the Exchange.

173 (a) No member shall enter into any Derivative 
contract (not being a non-transferrable specific 
delivery contract) in the commodities in which 
the Exchange is not granted recognition under 
the Securities Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1956, 
otherwise than on the terms and conditions 
prescribed under these bye-laws. Nothing 
contained in this clause bye-laws of any other 
recognized association between members of the 
association or through or with any member of 
such association. 

(b) No Commodity Derivatives for any delivery 
in any year shall be entered into before such 
date as may be fixed by the Board with the 
previous approval of the SEBI. 

(c ) (c) Any member entering into Commodity 
Derivatives in contract prevention of clause (a) 
above may in addition to all other penalties is 
dealt with under the disciplinary bye-laws. 

173(A) (a) The Board shall every year, as soon as it is 

constituted under the Articles of Association, 
appoint the vigilance committee of not more 
than 3 persons consisting one Director and two 
members of the Exchange. 
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(b) Deleted. 

(c) The Vigilance Committee shall, have the 
power to investigate and report on the violation 
of any provision of the Bye-laws, or the rules, 
regulations order of instruction issued there¬ 
under, or under the Securities Contracts 
(Regulation) Act, 1956 or on such other matters 
of like nature as may be entrusted to it by the 
Board either on its own initiative or on receipt 
of complaints on such violations. The Committee 
shall at least once in every quarter or often, if 
necessary, send a report to the Board as to the 
work done by it. 

174 Ring inspector/incharge will record the rates of 
futures transactions in the Commodity 
Derivatives at an interval of at least 30 minutes. 
He will also be liable to record the opening, 
closing, highest and lowest rates of every 
trading day. In this regard, the Secretary will 
maintain necessary registers for recording these 
rates. 

175 (a) The Board shall from time to time, appoint a 
Daily Rates Committee Consisting of 12 persons 
has from the members of the Association or 
their duly authorised Representatives and 
brokers and divided the committee into 4 panels, 
each of 3 persons. Each panel shall function by 
rotation for one week and two members of the 
panel shall form the quorum. In the absence of 
the quorum, the member of the panel present or 
the Secretary shall include one of the other 
members of the daily Rates Committee to form 
the quorum. 

(b) The panel of the Daily Rates Committee shall 
meet daily for the purpose of fixing and notifying 
the daily opening highest, lowest and closing 
futures rates for each delivery of the commodity 
derivatives for every trading day on the basis of 
the registers maintained by the Secretary. The 
panel shall also hear complaints. If any regarding 
manipulation of rates and/or quotation of 
factious or widely divergent rates in the trading 
ring of the association with a view to check 
manipulation of the clearing rate subject to a 
right of appeal to the board as contained in the 
clause(d) below. 

(c) The panel of the Daily Rates Committee shall 
also fix the spot rates for the basis and other 
tender able varieties in respect of the commodity 
derivatives on every trading day after obtaining 
spot rates of actual transaction from a list of not 
less than six reputed ready dealers maintained 
for this purpose. 

(d) The rates fixed and registered as aforesaid 
shall be binding on all parties entering into 


commodity derivatives under the bye-laws of 
the Exchange subject, however, to a right of 
appeal to the Board. Such appeal shall be lodged 
with the Secretary before 1 p.m. on the working 
day following the day on which the rates 
appealed against is so fixed and shall be 
accompanied by an appeal fee of Rs. 20/-. The 
appeal fee may however, be increased or 
decreased by the Board from time to time so as 
not to exceed Rs. 50/-. All appeal fees payable 
under this bye-law shall be credited to the 
Association. In case the appeal under this Bye¬ 
law succeeds, half of the fees shall be refunded 
to the appellant. 

(e) No objection against any rate so fixed shall 
lie on the ground that any or all members of the 
Board or any Committee were themselves 
interested in the commodity derivatives for which 
such rate was fixed. 

176 A member quoting fictitious or widely divergent 

artificial rates and/or manipulate or attempting 
to manipulate the rates shall be liable for 
disciplinary action under the Bye-laws of the 
Association. 

176(A) (a) (i) Two members will be nominated from amongst 
such persons, who are directly engaged in the 
business of Forward trade and also doing the 
same in the Trading Ring/Trading Platform of 
the Exchange. 

(ii) Three members will be nominated from the 
business community, dealing in the commodities 
for which the Exchanges recognized by the 
Central Govt, and SEBI for futures trading 
provided that such nominees shall not be 
members of the Exchange. Particularly Importers 
& Exporters, Millers, Commission agents. Dealers 
& Stockiest of concerned commodity. 

(iii) Top Trading cum clearing Member holding 
highest long and highest short position 
respectively (total two) in the Exchange or their 
Authorized representatives will attend as 
observers in the DDR Committee meetings. 

176(A)(i) The list of all the delivery centres, mentioned in 
the Byelaws of the Exchange, with the names 
and addresses of persons/panelists with their 
contact phone number, forming Spot Polling 
Price Panel of at least 15 entities, would also be 
delivered to the Members of DDR Committee by 
the Secretary. At-least three entities of high 
business repute and goodwill must be 
nominated/selected from each & every delivery 
centre. 

176 (A)(j) Entities/Persons, selected for pooling spot rates 
should not have any cross shareholding, blood 
relationship, and commercial relationship among 
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themselves or with DDR Committee Members or 
with the Board of Directors or Members of the 
Exchange. 

176(A) (m) Average of the last three days' spot prices 
including the due date also would be considered 
for fixing DDR. The rates would be polled once 
a day during 1.00 P.M. to 3.00 PM. in order to 
collect the most effective traded price. 

176(A) (o) DDR Settlement will be carried on by the Board 
in the manner as per procedure, rules and 
regulations, laid down in the Byelaws of the 
Exchange on the day and date fixed for DDR 
Settlement. 

176(A) (p) Once DDR is fixed, it shall be announced 
immediately in the Trading Ring & displayed on 
the Notice Board & website of the Exchange. All 
the responsibilities relating to fixation of DDR 
shall be that of the Board. 

176(A) (q) The proceedings of DDR Fixation of each and 
every contract would be sent to the SEB1 by the 
Secretary of the Exchange on the same day 
(Due Date) by fax. 

177 The Exchange shall maintain a Clearing Section 
in its office under the management of Clearing 
House Committee appointed by the Board which 
shall consist of total five members including 
one member of the Board and three members 
shall form the quorum for a meeting of the 
Clearing House Committees. 

178 (a) Every Trading cum clearing member shall 
have to submit to the Clearing Section his daily 
reports for all the commodity derivatives entered 
into by him on the same trading day. 

(b) Deleted 

(c) Deleted 

(d) A member appropriating himself in the 
transactions of his non-member clients shall not 
match the transactions of one non-member client 
with another non-member client directly. All such 
transactions should pass through him as 
business done on his own account. 

(e) Any transaction relating to Commodity 
derivative not reported to the Exchange in the 
manner specified in the Bye-law, shall be deemed 
to be a contravention of this Bye-law and such 
transaction shall be illegal in terms of the 
Securities Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1956. 

179 Daily reports must be signed by the member or 
his authorised representative and the stamp of 
member's name shall be affixed at the end. 

180 Daily report shall contain the full particulars of 
the transaction and shall be in conformity with 
the contract slips of the members. 


182 (A) Along with his daily report, every member shall 
pay into the margin settlement account of the 
Exchange with the bank approved by the Board 
for this purpose or in the office of the Exchange 
a deposit by way of margin, not carrying interest, 
on the basis of the net open position in respect 
of commodity derivative entered into by the 
member as disclosed by the daily report. 

The amount of deposit & margin shall however 
be determined by the Board/SEBI from time to 
time according to the market position. It is to be 
further noted that Margin money will remain 
variable as per SEBI Guidelines. 

Member is also liable to pay/charge, profit & 
loss as per closing rate/clearing rate before the 
next day of trading hour. Exchange is also liable 
to collect ordinary margin (fixed by SEBI) as per 
outstanding position on closing rate/clearing 
rate separately. 

(b) The board, may from time to time, by a 
resolution passed itself and concurred in by the 
SEBI make such variation as may be found 
necessary or desirable in respect of system, 
time, manner of payment and/or amount of margin 
payable in respect of all transaction including 
those entered into before such variations are 
made. 

(c) The powers specified in clause (b) above, 
may be exercised by the SEBI in any case when 
in the opinion of the SEBI it is expedient in the 
interest so to do. 

(d) No member shall be allowed to hold the 
open position in respect of permitted concerned 
commodity beyond the limit prescribed by the 
SEBI irrespective of his number of registered 
clients. 

184 (a) If a member, after being called upon to do so, 

fails to pay the requisite margin money, he shall 
be deemed to have failed to meet his obligations 
and shall promptly be posted as a defaulter by 
the Exchange and shall be dealt with in 
accordance with bye-law 186. 

(b) Immediately on the posting of such member 
as Defaulter, all his outstanding contracts shall 
be settled by the Exchange at the market rate at 
his risk and responsibility. 

(c) The other members who are parties to the 
contract in respect of which the defaulting 
member has failed to pay the margin money and 
who have remained unregistered, shall be 
informed the contracts have been rejected. Such 
parties shall settle the contracts at the prevailing 
market rate on account of the Defaulting member 
at his risk and responsibility and submit claims 
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against the defaulting member for loss. If any 
one of them may suffer on account of such 
settlement. 

185 (a) (i) All Commodity Derivatives shall be subject 
to Daily Clearing through the Clearing House. 
Settlement of difference due to outstanding 
contracts and other liabilities shall be made 
through the clearing house. 

(ii) In case of contracts coming under clearing 
for the first time, difference shall be calculated 
between the contract rate and the clearing rate 
and in case of contract coming under 
subsequent clearing, differences shall be 
calculated between clearing rates. 

(b) The Exchange shall not pay back prospective 
profit to any member unless his net open 
position is nil, and he gets his bill prepared. 

(c) The Board may from time to time in any case 
where in its opinion it is expedient so to do, 
with the concurrence of the SEBI stop payment 
of prospective profits to members even when 
their net open position is nil and they get their 
bills prepared. 

(d) Powers specified in clause (c) may be 
exercised by the SEBI in any case where in 
opinion of the SEBI it is expedient so to do. 

(e) A member who fails to pay the amount of 
difference at the clearing rate in accordance with 
clause (a) above shall be declared as defaulter 
by the clearing House Committee and dealt with 
in accordance these bye-laws. 

186 In the event of a member posted as defaulter 
under bye-law 83 his margin or cover money, if 
standing to his credit and his security deposit 
etc. Shall stand forfeited to the Exchange. The 
Exchange shall have the first lien on such 
forfeited money which shall be utilized for the 
purpose of meeting any sum that may be found 
due to the Exchange by the defaulting member. 
After the dues of the Exchange are met, the 
residue shall be rateably distributed among the 
concerned member in respect of the unfulfilled 
Commodity Derivatives which they have settled 
on his account. 

187 The daily report shall be filled by every Trading 
cum clearing member in a neat and legible way. 
All the calculations, addition etc. in the daily 
report shall be correctly made. 

188 It shall be the responsibility of every Trading 
cum clearing member to pay full amount of 
difference to Exchange with its daily report to 
maintain the margin money. If due to some error 
or mistake on the part of the clearing section of 


the Exchange, the full amount of margin is not 
demanded from the TCM then TCM shall pay 
the same as soon as he is asked to pay, failing 
which he will be declared as defaulter and the 
Commodity Derivatives standing in his name in 
respect of which the margin money has not 
been paid shall be liable to be squared up by 
the clearing House Committee at the prevailing 
rate of the Commodity Derivatives on the day, 
and the such member shall be liable for all the 
losses incurred in doing so. 

189 (a) The Board may, from time to time by a 
resolution passed by itself and concurred in by 
the SEBI, fix such limit or limits upon the daily 
trading and or upon the open position of member 
or controlled by members. 

(b) The SEBI may exercise the power specified 
in clause (a) above, if in the opinion of the SEBI 
it is expedient in the interest of trade or public 
interest so to do. 

(c) Any limits fixed under clause (a) and (b) 
above shall be applicable to all transactions in 
Commodity derivatives including transactions 
entered into before such limits are fixed. 

(d) All applicable margin shall be collected by 
Exchange before commencement of trading on 
the next day. If the member's collateral/deposit 
is insufficient to cover the required margin and 
deposit requirement, member shall not be allowed 
by the Exchange to further increase his open 
position. 

(e) Collateral type to cover margin/deposit 
requirements:- Exchange shall collect collateral 
from their members only in the following forms- 

• Cash/Cheque 

• Pledging of Bank Fixed Deposit 

• Bank Guarantee 

(f) Daily Mark to Market Settlement to open 
position (both gains and Losses) based on daily 
settlement prices/Daily Closing Price in cash/ 
Cheque before start of trading in next trading 
day. DSP/DCP shall be reckoned and 
disseminated by the Exchange at the end of 
every trading day. 

190 (a) Every member shall submit statements giving 
the true particulars regarding his transactions in 
Commodity derivatives and in such form as may 
be directed by the SEBI from time to time. Such 
statements shall be submitted to the Exchange 
in duplicate, one copy for the use of Exchange 
and the other copy for the use of the SEBI. 
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(b) The particulars may relate to:- 

(i) Contracts entered into by a member with 
another member in his name or through another 
member on his own account. 

(ii) Contracts entered into by a member on behalf 
of clients. 

(iii) Business of non-trading member 
appropriated by the member to himself. 

(c) The member not complying with requirements 
of this Bye-law or submitting an incorrect 
statement shall be liable to be dealt with under 
the distributional Bye-law. 

191 The Chairman of the Exchange or the Board or 
the SEBI or any of its officers authorised for the 
purpose shall have power for the purpose of 
verifying or checking any statement submitted 
by a member under these bye-laws to call for 
the production of books, papers letters etc. from 
any member or members. A member failing to 
produce any such books, papers, letter etc. or 
to give any such explanation shall be liable to 
be dealt with under the disciplinary bye-laws. 

192 The disputes, arising out of the working of the 
Clearing House Committee, may be settled by 
the Governing Board time to time. 

194(A) All deliveries to be affected against commodity 
derivative shall be tax paid and the buyer shall 
not have to pay taxes and/or tulayee what-so- 
ever, empty bags, wages for filling. Sewing and 
removal form scales (kanta) shall be borne by 
the buyer. 

195 Notwithstanding anything contained in any other 

bye-laws a member shall be entitled to issue a 
delivery order (tender) on the prescribed day for 
fulfilling his sale in respect of commodity 
derivatives for delivery at any center outside 
Hapur as prescribed in the schedule appended 
here to these bye-laws provided that the goods 
to be delivered are ready at the place specified 
in the Delivery order at the time of issuing such 
delivery in his agent's godown or in the godown 
of his non-members clients on whose behalf the 
delivery order is being issued. 

201 Goods of the delivery order should be taken 

and given in full but for shortage or excess or 
goods difference shall be paid or received at the 
spot market rate to be decided by the Board or 
Committee appointed by the Board of the 
"commodity derivatives" on the day of that 
delivery or if there is on trading on that day. 
Then at the rate fixed by the Clearing House 
Committee. 


206 (a) Every year the Board shall appoint 9 persons 
from amongst the members or their authorised 
representatives, other than Directors, or form 
non-member if deemed expedient by the Board, 
to act as surveyors and forward the names of 
such surveyors to the SEBI. 

(b) The Board, if it considers it is in the interest 
of trade, may however, constitutes more than 
one panel, each of 9 persons as specified in 
clause (a) above, so as to provide separate 
panels for the different commodities traded at 
the Exchange. 

(c) The SEBI may if it so desired, add at any 
time to the list of Persons appointed by the 
Board to act as surveyors in each panel to act 
as surveyors and intimated the Exchange of 
their names. 

(d) The persons so appointed by the Board and 
the persons, if any, nominated by the SEBI above 
shall be the Surveyors for the year in the panel 
or panels. 

(e) A surveyor so appointed shall continue to 
be on the panel of surveyors till he resigns or 
his appointment is changed by the Board 
Directors or the SEBI. 

(f) The panel or panels of surveyors so 
appointed shall continue till a new panel is 
appointed. 

207 All disputes arising out of or in relation to 
commodity derivatives regarding "Weight, 
quality including the composition of dry and 
wet commodity and bagging" shall be referred 
to surveyors who shall have no interest direct 
or indirect in the goods under survey. 

208(A) In case of any dispute between the seller and 
the buyer as to whether the goods are tender 
able or not against the commodity derivative 
and/or whether the goods are of the area/lace 
mentioned in the Delivery order both the seller 
and buyer can ask for a survey of goods as 
under:- 

(i) If the seller desires survey of the goods 
tendered by him he shall inform the buyer 
and the Exchange accordingly and appoint 
his surveyor in prescribe form D within 
24 hrs. Of the time of his getting back the 
Delivery Order issued by him with the 
signatures of buyer to whom they said 
Delivery order has been passed on by the 
Exchange for preliminary survey 

(ii) If the survey in desired by the buyer he 
shall inform the seller and the Exchange 
accordingly and appoint his surveyor in 




prescribed form E within 3 working days of 
the receipt of the Delivery Order by him 
goods tendered are located at Hapur and 
within 5 working days if the goods tendered 
are located at an outstation Delivery Center 
for preliminary survey is desired, the buyer 
shall take delivery only after the goods are 
declared fit for delivery in survey 

(iii) The surveyors after making survey of the 
goods at the place where the goods are 
lying and after inspection of the goods and 
taking out samples from bags, kattas or 
panseras, in whatever manner they like, shall 
report to the Exchange within the prescribed 
time with copies to the parties whether the 
goods are tender able or not under the 
commodity derivatives of the Exchange and 
whether the goods are of the place as 
mentioned in the Delivery Order. The 
decision of the surveyors shall be final and 
binding on the both the parties subject. 
However to a right of appeal to the Appellate 
survey committee as laid down in Bye-law 
213 of the Exchange. 

(iv) After goods are declared fit for delivery in 
survey the buyer shall take delivery goods 
within 120 hours from the time of availability 
of the survey report, if the goods are 
delivered at Hapur or 168 hours if the goods 
are delivered at an out station Delivery 
centre 

(v) If the goods are declared unfit for delivery 
in survey the goods shall be rejected and 
the provisions of Bye-law 218 (c) shall apply. 

210(b) The name of such surveyor, who refuses or fails 
to act as a surveyor, shall be moved from the 
panel of surveyors and another person shall be 
nominated in his place to complete the panel. In 
case such surveyor happens to be the nominee 
of the SEBI his case shall be referred to the 
SEBI for necessary action. 

214 The Board shall have the power to issue such 

instruction from time to time as they deem fit for 
regulation of survey work. All the persons on 
the list of the surveyors shall be bound to adopt 
and act in accordance with such instructions. If 
any surveyor refuses or fails to act then Board 
shall have the power to remove his name from 
the list of surveyor's panel and appoint someone 
else to complete the panel. 

220 The tribunal shall consist of such persons as 

may be from time to time elected by the Board 
of the Exchange to serve as Arbitrators on the 
tribunal. SEBI may also add to the list any person 
or persons that it deems fit to be so included. 


229 Whenever the Board considers that there is 
emergency, corner or crises or whenever it 
appears to the Board that purchase of sales 
(transaction in Commodity derivatives are made 
for the purpose of inducing a false or artificial 
appearance of activity, upsetting the equilibrium 
or bringing about a condition of demoralization 
in which prices will not reflect market values, or 
whenever it is apprehended that the business is 
being conducted in manners prejudicial to the 
interest of the trade or the interest and welfare 
of the Association, the Board of Directors may 
direct a members to submit special clearance 
amounts, Such amounts will be disabused by 
the Board of Directors as and when it deems fit. 
Members shall submit such special clearance 
sheets as instructed in the notice in that behalf 
posted on the notice board. The information 
contained in such sheets shall be deemed 
confidential. A member not conforming to this 
bye-law shall be dealt with under the disciplinary 
bye-laws. 

230(a)(i) Trading in the commodity derivatives for a 
delivery or deliveries at a rate or rates above a 
maximum and/or below a minimum as they be 
fixed by the Board under clause (b) below. 

230(a)(ii) All trading in commodity derivatives for a 
specified period or until further notice as may 
be determined by the Board by a resolution 
passed under clause (b) below. 

230 (b) The Board may form time by a resolution passed 

by a simple minority and concurred in by the 
SEBI extend or reduce the period during which 
the prohibition imposed under sub-clause (i) or 
(ii) of clause (a) above shall be in force. The 
Board may also by a resolution passed by a 
simple majority and concurred in by the SEBI fix 
the maximum and minimum rate or rates for the 
purpose of trading under sub-clause (i) of clause 
(a) above and may from time to time by a 
resolution passed by itself and concurred in by 
the SEBI every the maximum and/or minimum 
rate or rates so fixed. 

230(c) The power specified in clauses (a) and (b) above 
may be exercised by the SEBI, in any case, 
where in the opinion of the SEBI, it is expedient 
in the interest of the trade or public interest to 
do so. 

231(A) If the Board, at a meeting specially convened in 
this behalf resolves that a state of emergency 
exists or is likely to occur such shall in the 
opinion of the Board, make free trading in the 
derivative in any delivery or deliveries, extremely 
difficult, the Board shall so inform the SEBI and 
upon the SEBI intimating to the Board its 
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agreement with such resolution then 
notwithstanding anything to the contrary 
contained in these bye law or in any commodity 
derivatives made subject to these Bye-laws the 
following provisions shall take effect:- 

The board shall by a resolution passed at the 
meeting specially called in this behalf and 
concurred in by the SEBI:- 

(i) Fix a date for the purpose hereinafter 
contained. 

(ii) Fix Settlement rates for commodity 
derivatives. 

(iii) Fix a special settlement day. 

231(b) Every Commodity derivatives for any delivery 
or deliveries entered into between a member and 
a non-member outstanding on the date fixed 
under clause (a) (i) hereof shall be deemed 
closed out at the rate appropriate to such contract 
fixed under clause (a) (ii) hereof. 

231(d) All differences arising out of every such contract 
between a member and a non-member shall 
become immediately due and payable (e) In 
Commodity derivatives entered into between a 
member and a non-member any margin received 
shall be adjusted and the whole or the balance 
thereof, as the case may be, shall be immediately 
refundable. 

231(A) (a) If, in the opinion of the Board, it is expedient to 
do so, it may, with the approval of the SEBI, 
prohibit, form a specified date, trading in 
Commodity derivatives for any delivery or 
deliveries except for liquidation of a long or 
short position by sale or purchase of contracts, 
for a specified period or unit further notice. 

231 (A) (c) The powers specified in clause (a) and (b) above 

may be exercised by the SEBI, in any case, 
where in the opinion of the SEBI. It is expedient 
to do so. 

232 If the SEBI is of the opinion that continuation 
of trading in commodity derivatives for any 
delivery or deliveries is detrimental to the interest 
of the trade or the public interest, or to the 
larger interests of the economy of India, and 
notified the Chairman, then notwithstanding 
anything to the contrary contained in these bye¬ 
laws or in any Commodity derivatives made 
subject to these bye-laws, every Commodity 
derivatives relating to the delivery or deliveries 
notified under this bye-law and entered into 
between a member and a member and a non- 
member, then outstanding, shall be deemed 
coursed out at such rate appropriate to such 
contract and with effect from such date as shall 
be fixed by the SEBI and the provisions of 


clause (c), (d) and (e) of bye-law 231 shall apply 
as if they formed part of this bye-law. 

232 (a) The Board May, from time to time, with the 
approval of the SEBI, prohibit trading during 
any day or days in the Commodity derivatives 
at prices more than specified limits above or 
below the closing price for such contracts on 
the previous working days. 

232 (b) The power specified in clause (a) above may be 

exercised by the SEBI, in any case where in the 
opinion of the SEBI it is expedient to do so. 

233(A) (a) The board shall have power at any time and 
from time to time call upon all or any member to 
submit detailed statement in duplicate, one copy 
for use of the Exchange, and other for the use 
of the SEBI, information relating to Commodity 
derivatives entered into by a member or members 
in such form and such manner as may be 
specified. 

233(A) (c) The Board shall have power for the purpose of 
verifying or checking any statement submitted 
by a member under this bye-law to call for the 
inspection of books of any member and/or call 
for explanation from any member. A member 
failing or neglecting to submit any such statement 
or to produce any such books or to give any 
such explanation shall be liable to be dealt with 
under the disciplinary bye-law. 

233(B) (a) If in the opinion of the SEBI an emergency has 
arisen or exists in the market, the SEBI may, call 
for periodical statements relating to the 
Commodity derivatives entered into by the 
members in such from or manner as may be 
prescribed. 

(b) In particular and without prejudice to the 
generality of the foregoing clause, the information 
relate to the following matter. 

(i) Contracts entered into by a member with 
another member in his own name or through 
another member on his own account. 

(ii) Contracts entered into by a member on behalf 
of each or all his clients. 

(iii) Business of non-members appropriated by 
the member to himself. 

233 (c) (i) The SEBI may where in its opinion it is 

expedient to do so, direct to closure of the 
trading for a period not exceeding three 
consecutive days and may, if the SEBI is of the 
opinion that it is expedient to do so, direct 
extension of closure for such further period not 
exceeding three days at a time as the SEBI may 
deem fit so however, the total period of closure 
shall not exceed 13 consecutive working days.

(ii) The Board may in their sole direction and 
with the concurrence of the SEBI, close the 
trading for such period not exceeding five days 
at a time for any reason they may deemed fit 
and such period may be extended by the Board 
with the prior sanction of the SEBI beyond the 
days as may be deemed necessary and/or as 
directed by the SEBI. 

If the Board receives a declaration signed by at 
least 30% of authorised representatives of the 
members, are entitled to attend and vote at a 
general meeting starting that: 

(a) A squeeze corner, or 

(b) A bear raid, exists the Board shall consider 
the same at a meeting convened for the 
purpose within three working days after the 
receipt of such declaration, for the purpose 
of deciding whether such emergency as was 
declared exits, whether or not any such 
declaration shall have been received, it shall 
be competent to the Board on their own 
initiative to consider at any time whether 
such emergency exists. In either case a 
resolution that such an emergency exists 
shall not be deemed to have been passed 
by the Board unless it is passed by majority 
of Directors present and voting (a fraction 
being counted as an integer) at such 
meeting and Board shall act in the manner 
set forth in bye-law of the Exchange. No 
such resolution however shall have any 
effect until the same has been communicated 
to the SEBI and the SEBI shown to the 
Board its agreement with such resolution. 

(i) The Board may from time to time, in any case 
where in its opinion it is expedient so do, by a 
resolution passed by a simple majority and 
concurred in by the SEBI postpone for a 
specified period or until further notice, outward 
payment by way of profits accruing to members 
on account of favourable fluctuation in the prices 
of Commodity derivatives. 

(ii) The power specified above may be exercised 
by the SEBI in any case wherein opinion of the 
SEBI it is expedient in the interest of trade to do 
so. 

(a) The Board may from time to time by a 
resolution passed itself any concurred in by the 
SEBI provide for special clearing in respect of 
Commodity derivatives and/or in respect of 
transferable specific delivery contracts in the 
commodities in which trading in Commodity 
derivatives is permitted under these bye-law on 
such bans as may be considered desirable or 237 
necessary. 


(b) The Powers specified in sub-clause (a) stated 
above may be exercised by the SEBI in any case 
where in the opinion of the SEBI it is expedient 
in the interest of the trade to do so. 

(c) Any variation in respect of clearing in terms 
of this bye-law and the limits fixed under this 
bye-law shall be applicable to all transactions in 
Commodity derivatives and/or transferable 
specific delivery contracts in the commodities in 
which trading in Commodity derivatives is 
permitted under the bye-law, including 
transaction entered into before such variation 
are made. 

234 When the failure of any member has been 
investigated whether at his own instance or by 
order of the Board, or if a member neglects to 
communicate the fact of the inability to meet his 
obligations at maturity to the Chairman of the 
Exchange or if a member suspends payment, or 
if by proceedings instituted by or against him 
his affairs shall be brought within the bankruptcy 
insolvent or liquidation jurisdiction of any court 
in India, he shall be suspended from all rights 
of member ship of the Exchange except the 
privileges of arbitration in respect of claims 
arising from contracts entered into before the 
occurrence of any of these events, and he shall, 
if required within a reasonable time after such 
event furnish the Board with a correct statement 
of his affairs signed by him. 

235 If before the maturity of any contract to which 
a member is party, one of the parties to the 
contract gives notice or suspends payment, or 
is declared a defaulter of dies without leaving 
executors or others able and willing forthwith to 
take over his liability under the contract (which 
party to such contract is referred to in this and 
the following bye-law as the defaulting party) 
the contract shall, and if he becomes insane or 
otherwise incapable of managing his affairs or is 
expelled from membership, may thereupon be 
closed and the provisions of bye-law 236 shall 
take effect. 

236(b) If the contract other than a Commodity 
derivatives the Board may fix the rate or ask the 
Chairman to appoint two arbitrators ready and 
willing to act, with power to them to appoint an 
umpire ready and willing to act all of whom shall 
be members or their authorised representatives, 
to fix term of closure of the contract, subject to 
the right of appeal to the Board which shall be 
lodged the third day following the date of award 
of the arbitration. 

Every member shall be bound to promote the 
best of his ability, the objects and interest of the 
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Exchange and to abide by the resolutions of the 
Exchange or of the Board and shall observe all 
the rules, regulations and bye-laws in force from 
time to time. Any member shall be liable for the 
expulsion, and/or for the payment of fines for 
any of the following acts of commission:- 

(a) Refusal to abide by awards: - For neglecting 
or refusing to submit to, abide by and carry out 
any award or decision or order of any arbitrators 
or surveyors or umpire or appeal committee or 
any other committee or of the Board, made in 
conformity of the Board, made in conformity 
with these bye-laws or the Article of Association 
of the Exchange. 

(b) Unbecoming conduct: - For acting in any 
manner detrimental to the interest of the 
Exchange or unbecoming of a member. 

(c) Misconduct: - For any misconduct in his 
dealing with or radiations to the Exchange or 
any member or members of. Thereof or for any 
disreputable or fraudulent transactions with any 
person whether a member or not of which 
complaint is made to the Board by one or more 
members. 

(d) Violation of bye-laws:- For knowingly, 
violating, disobeying or disregarding any bye¬ 
law of the Exchange of any enactment, order, 
ordinance or notification issued by the Central 
Government of the SEBI in respect of trading in 
concerned commodity or any notice issued by 
the Board in this regard, or the provisions of the 
Securities Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1956 and 
the SEBI. 

(e) Publication and mis-representations:- For 
knowingly publishing or permitting to be 
published in any newspaper circulates or 
otherwise any mis-representation relating to the 
Exchange calculated in misread the members, 
and/or the public. 

(h) Misconduct in dealing with allied 
Associations: - For any misconduct in the sense 
of sub-clause (a) to (g) here of inclusive, in his 
dealing with or relations to any other association 
or any or its members or any Exchange or 
Corporation or public body with which the 
Exchange shall have entered into an arrangement 
of undertaking for the purpose of safe guarding 
the contracts of concerned commodity or 
protecting those interested therein. 

238 The following shall be deemed to be misconduct 

on the part of member within the meeting of 
these bye-laws:- 

(a) Willful or intentional non-fulfillment of 
contract or fraudulent or flagrant breach of 
contract. 


(b) Frivolous repudiation of contract. 

(c) Refusal to refer any questions in dispute to 
arbitration under these bye-laws or under any 
submission of contract or agreement to arbitrate 
there under. 

(d) Refusal or neglect to abide by and carry out 
any award whether in arbitration or on appeal. 

(e) Any contract whether by act of commission 
in relation any arrangement or under taking 
between the Exchange and any Association or 
Company or Corporation or public body above 
mentioned tending to obstruct or defeat such 
arrangement or undertaking or object thereof. 

(f) Generally any conduct towards the Exchange 
or as between members of the Exchange which 
is subversive of the objects and purpose of or 
implied in the Memorandum and Articles of 
Association of the Exchange. 

239 Whenever the Chairman or the Board as the 
case may be, shall consider either by reason of 
complaint made to the Board in writing by one 
or more members or by reason of any knowledge 
or information acquired by Chairman or the 
Board that there is sufficient reason for enquiring 
as whether there has been any act of commission 
or omission on the part of a member rendering 
him liable to expulsion, suspension and or 
payment of fine. The chairman or the Board as 
the case may be, may give notice in writing to 
such member or to any other member requiring 
him to appear before the Chairman or the Board, 
as the case me be, at a time therein stated, being 
not less than 48 hours from the date of service 
of notice. Such member may be required to 
produce by himself or through his authorized 
representative any books, documents or 
correspondence in his possession, power or 
control or that of his firm or company to the 
Chairman or the Board as the case may be. Any 
member served with notice as aforesaid shall 
submit to be examined by the Chairman or the 
Board, as the case may be, in relation to his 
conduct or that of his firm or company of the 
conduct of any member and shall, if required by 
the Chairman or the Board, as the case may be 
to make a sworn declaration of truth of any 
statement made by him. A firm which is a member 
shall appear by one of its partners, and a 
company by one of its Directors or by one of 
its managers or its authorised representative. 

240 Before passing any resolution for expulsion, 
suspension and or fining any member, the Board 
shall give not less than 5 days (including non¬ 
working days) notice in writing to the concerned 
member stating that the Board proposes to 
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consider the passing of a resolution for the 
expulsion, suspension and or fining or such 
member and requiring him to attend a meeting or 
the Board called for that purpose at which he 
may, by the said notice, also be required to 
produce for inspection of the Board any books, 
documents correspondence or paper in the 
possession, power or control of himself, his firm 
or company. It shall not be necessary in such 
notice to particularly specify the alleged act of 
commission in respect of which it is proposed 
to consider the resolution or to give other than 
such short general information in the notice as 
the Board may think fit. 

241 The Chairman or the Board as the case may be, 
may from time to time adjourn any meeting at 
which any member shall be required to attend 
by a notice given under these bye-laws and 
may require such member to attend any 
adjourned meeting and to produce books, 
Documents of the Company for the inspection 
of the Chairman or the Board. It shall not be the 
objection to the resolution for the expulsion, 
suspension or fining of a member passed at an 
adjoined meeting of the Board that all or any of 
one of them, were not present at the former 
meeting/meetings adjourned. 

242 The Board shall hear the member, with regard to 
whom it is proposed to pass a resolution for 
expulsion, suspension and/or imposition of a 
fine under these bye-laws and consider the 
evident, oral or written or statement of himself 
or any witness presented on his behalf at any 
such meeting, original or adjourned, fixed by the 
Board, who shall have power and discretion to 
fix the time and place for hearing such evidence 
or statements before passing such resolution. 

243 The Board shall give not less than 24 hours' 
notice in writing to any member requiring him to 
attend and give evidence or make statements 
and or/produce any books, documents, 
correspondence or papers in his possession, 
power or control or that or his firm or company 
at any meeting at which any resolution for the 
expulsion. Suspension and/or fining of any other 
member are proposed to be considered. 

244 Whenever two third of the member of the board 
are present and at least 7 member voting at any 
meeting of the board shall be at opinion that a 
member has become liable to expulsion, the board 
may be a resolution passed at such meeting 
expel such member permanently from all rights 
of membership except the right to go to 
arbitration or survey in respect of matters prior 
to such expulsion. Such resolution shall be final 
and binding. The board shall not be called upon 


to give any explanation. Such resolution shall 
be final and binding. The board shall not be 
called upon to give any explanation or reasons 
therefor. 

245 Whenever a majority of members of the Board 
present and voting at any meeting shall be of 
opinion that a member has become liable to 
suspension and/or payment to fine, the Boards 
may be a resolution passed by a majority, 
present and voting at such meeting, suspend 
him for any term, not exceeding six. Calendar 
months, from all rights of membership accept 
the right to go to arbitration or survey. The 
Board may in lieu of the foregoing provision 
suspension or in addition to suspension, impose 
upon such member a fine not exceeding Rs.2500/- 
Such resolution, shall be final and binding and 
the Board shall not be upon to give any 
explanation or reason therefore. 

246 Whenever the Board is authorized by these bye¬ 
laws to inflict a fine they shall be entitled to 
administer a severe warning to a member instead 
of or in addition to fine. A sever warning shall 
be deemed to be a lesser penalty than fine and 
a fine of any amount lesser than suspension. 

247 Whenever the Board issues such a warning to 
or fine a member, they may, if they think fit, post 
a notice thereof on the Notice Board. 

248 A suspended member shall, during the period of 
suspension, be deprived of and by excluded 
from all the rights and privileges of membership 
except in respect of contracts outstanding at 
the time of his suspension which he shall be 
bound fulfil, and in regard to which he shall be 
subjected to all the obligations and have all the 
rights thereof and of these bye-laws including 
the obligations or rights to go to arbitration, he 
shall be liable to pay all fines, call subscriptions 
and other monies due or to become due from 
him during his suspension in the same manner 
as if he had not been suspended. 

249 A member expelled by resolution or the Board 
shall forfeit all the rights and privileges and of 
membership, including those conferred on him 
by these bye-laws and be shall, as from the date 
of the resolution cease to be a member and his 
name shall be taken off the register of members, 
but he shall continue to be liable for and full fill 
all his obligations to the Exchange or to any 
other member outstanding at the date of his 
expulsion and for those purposes he shall have 
the right and be under obligation to go to 
arbitration under these bye-laws. 

250 The rules, regulations and the bye-laws of the 
Exchange shall not be applicable to any 
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transaction or the contract regarding Derivative 
trading between two non-trading member even 
though the following words or word giving 
similar meaning are inscribed on the said 
contracts: 

"The transaction or contract is made under the 
"The Chamber of Commerce, Hapur" No facilities 
shall be accorded in respect of such transaction 
or contracts such as the settlement of disputes 
through arbitration, tendering the goods against 
the contracts or surveying the goods tendered 
there under etc., and if a member is found directly 
or indirectly making use or any of the facilities 
as aforesaid in favour or on behalf of any non¬ 
trading member, disciplinary action may be taken 
by the Board against such member under these 
bye-laws. 

251 Each and every transactional contract made 
between a member and a non-member shall be 
deemed to be made under the "PuccaAdat" 
system and the relations between a member and 
a non- trading member in respect of the said 
transaction of the contract shall be on the basis 
of principal. All contracts shall be in writing and 
in the form appended to these by-laws. 

252 The member concerned who enters into a 
transaction of future delivery contract with non¬ 
member under these bye-laws shall have the 
right after entering into business, whenever he 
thinks proper, to demand from the said non¬ 
trading member the amount of margin together 
with the amount to cover fluctuations in the 
market and the non-trading member concerned 
shall have to remit the demanded amount payable 
in Hapur immediately after the demand for 
remitting the said margin amount is received by 
him a letter, telegram, telephone or verbal 
request, (b) The member shall have the right to 
retain with him the said margin or cover deposit 
till the contract or transaction concerned is 
fulfilled, settled, or closed. 

253 Every non-trading member, entering into a 
contract with any member under these be-laws 
shall from time to time arrange to remit to the 
member at Hapur the amount of losses in the 
said contract according to the market fluctuations 
at or before the time of settlement or whenever 
the member demands. The member may demand 
at any time after contract between him and a 
non-trading member is fulfilled or closed, the 
amount of losses suffered or incurred in respect 
of the said contract the non-trading member 
concerned in such case shall be bound to pay 
in Hapur the said amount to the trading member. 

254 If a non-trading member fails to pay within 
reasonable time the money or to discharge within 


the time prescribed the responsibilities in respect 
of a contract made with a member under these 
bye-laws, the member concerned shall have the 
right to close the said contract at the market rate 
prevailing in the ring and after doing so he shall 
duly inform about the same to the non-trading 
member concerned. 

255 The non-trading member shall be bound to return 
the contract note in respect of a transaction 
made under these bye-laws after duly signing 
the same. The non-member shall send the 
contract note in the day the contract is entered 
into by him if he resides in Hapur, In case of a 
non-trading member who happens to be at an 
outstation center, the contract note shall be 
returned duly signed within five days of the 
date of the contract, if the contract note is not 
returned to the member in Hapur duly signed 
within 5 days of the date of the member 
concerned shall have a right to close the said 
contract. 

256 The duties and the rights in respect of delivery 
of goods against future contacts made between 
the member & non-trading member under these 
bye-laws shall be subject to the following 
conditions :- 

(a) If a non-trading member has entered into a 
sale transaction he shall have to arrange to 
send the goods of the said contract to the 
member or his authorized representative at Hapur, 
at least 5 days prior to the date when delivery 
commences. If the goods do not reach the 
member he shall have the right to accept or 
reject the goods which arrive after the said time. 

(b) If a no-trading member fails to give delivery 
of the goods in case of demand notice then his 
principal shall have the right to buy on his 
account the goods in the goods in the ready 
market and the difference if any, arising from 
such buying on account shall be recoverable 
from such non-trading member if no demand is 
made, the said contract shall be closed out at 
the due date rate. The member or the non-trading 
member, as the case may be, shall be bound to 
effect the payment of the differences between 
the rate of the due date and rate of the contract 
or the rate of the clearing, as the case may be 
in accordance with these bye-laws. 

(c) If the goods sent by a non-trading member 
reach the member within the time prescribed 
under these bye-laws, the member shall either 
take the delivery of the said goods himself or 
tender the said goods through the Exchange by 
issuing delivery orders against his sale contract 
with any other member. 
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(d) If a Non-trading member has entered into 
with a member in a purchase contract the member 
shall have the right to effect delivery there under 
either from the goods in his possession or may 
deliver the goods received by him under a tender 
issued by any other member. It shall be the duty 
of the non-trading member to pay in Hapur to 
the member the full amount to the value of the 
goods of the contract on or before the first day 
of commencement of delivery. If a non-trading 
member fails to pay the full amount of the value 
of the goods as aforesaid within the said time 
to the member, the member concerned shall have 
the right after the forward prescribed time limit 
to close the contract at any time at the market 
rate prevailing in the Derivative market or if he 
so wishes may tender to the said non-trading 
member either his own goods or the goods 
received by him under a delivery order and 
inform the non-trading member concerned 
accordingly by letter or telegram. The non-trading 
member concerned shall be bound to pay in the 
manner stated, the full amount of the value of 
the goods to the member within the time limit at 
Hapur. The member on receiving the price of the 
goods as aforesaid shall take delivery to the 
goods on his behalf and shall perform other 
necessary duties thereafter. 

(e) If the non-trading member fails to pay the 
money within the said time, the member 
concerned shall have the right to sell the goods 
either in open market or by the public auction 
on account and at the risk and cost of the said 
non-trading member. 

(f) In case the contract is closed, the non-trading 
member concerned shall be bound to apply to 
the member concerned the amount of loss in 
accordance with the difference between the rate 
of the contract first entered into and rate of the 
contract thereafter made to close the said 
transaction. In the same way, in case of the 
delivery of the goods, the non-trading member 
concerned shall have to pay to the member 
concerned the amount of the loss and expenses 
incurred by the said member by selling of 
auctioning the goods. 

(g) In both the cases provided for in sub-clause 
(f) above, the non-trading member concerned 
shall have to pay immediately the said amount 
to the member as and when it is demanded from 261 
him. 

(h) If a non-trading member has remitted within 
the time prescribed under these bye-laws the 
money of taking delivery of the goods to the 263 
member concerned and the member fails to effect 
delivery of goods, the contract he has entered 


into with the non-trading member shall be closed 
at the due date rate and the member concerned 
shall have to pay to the non-trading member on 
the day following the due date the difference 
between the rate of the contract and the due 
date rate. 

(a) If the delivery of the goods is received and 
taken for fulfilling a contract made between the 
member and non-trading member, the later shall 
be bound by the agreement made between the 
first seller and last buyer of the said delivery 
order or accept the decision of the survey our 
regarding the refraction, quality, weight, begging, 
etc., of the goods and the party concerned shall 
effect payment thereof to the other parties 
accordingly. 

(b) If the delivery of the goods is effected for 
fulfilling a contract made between a trading 
member and a non-trading member directly 
between themselves, except in case when it is 
affected by tendering a delivery order, the 
Chairman or the clearing house committee shall 
on receiving a written application from any of 
the parties concerned appoint three surveyors 
for surveying goods and deciding the weight, 
refraction, quality, etc., of the goods. The 
decision of the said surveyors shall be final and 
binding upon both the parties concerned. If the 
surveyors so appointed fail to give their decision 
within the prescribed time, the Chairman shall 
appoint new surveyors and obtain a decision. 

The bye-laws in force for the time being shall 
govern the rights and obligations in relation to 
all matters and contracts of the members at that 
time and they shall act accordingly and fulfil the 
same. No commodity derivatives shall be entered 
into except between Trading cum clearing 
members.

Any future contract in the Commodities for 
which Exchange is granted recognition under 
the Securities Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1956, 
which at the date of the contract is in 
contravention of provisions of any of the Bye¬ 
laws 35, 67 and 159 shall be illegal under 
provisions of section 15 (3A) or the Securities 
Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1956. 

The Board shall have power to alter, armed or 
rescind any bye-laws, regulation or rule from 
time to time in accordance with the provision of 
the Securities Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1956 

All members shall function in accordance with 
the requirements or these bye-laws. The office 
of the Exchange shall supply all the forms at a

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reasonable price as may be prescribed by the 
Board from time to time. 

264 In case any member desires the assistance of 
the records of the Exchange before a court, the 
Chairman or the board on receipt of the written 
application may allow the Secretary to produce 
such records before any court, by paying the 
member of Rs. 1000/- towards expenses. The fee 
for summoning the record of the Exchange by 
persons other than members shall Rs 1500/-. 

265 (a) In case any member has to recover any dues 
from any constituent of another member, the 
said member shall give an application to the 
Chairman, after being satisfied that the complaint 
is true, he shall be entitled to cause the business 
of the said constituent stopped. The business 
of such constituent in any other name shall not 
be permitted directly or indirectly. 

(b) Further, Chairman shall be entitled to compel 
the member with whom the said constituent was 
doing business, to pay off dues of the applicant. 
However, it shall be open for the constituent 
objection to the dues of the applicant to give 
the details of his objections but he shall have, 
in that case to agree to the decision of the 
Chairman as a 'Punch or Arbitrator. The 
constituent's application shall be considered 
subject to the above conditions. 

265(A) (i) No member of the Exchange shall trade in any 

commodity derivatives permitted in the bye-laws 
of Exchange either on his own account or an 
account of any other persons (member or non¬ 
member) who is required to be registered but 
who has not been registered with the Exchange 
in the accordance with the procedure that may 
be laid down by board with the prior concurrence 
of the SEBI. A Person (other than a member of 
the Exchange) intending to trade through a 
member, in the commodity derivatives in the 
Chamber of Commerce Hapur shall apply to the 
Exchange in the prescribed form for registering 
his name as registered non-member, together 
with an amount of the Rs. 25/- towards 
registration fee or any amount as may be 
prescribed by the Board from time to time, with 
the concurrence of the SEBI. The registration 
granted shall be valid till the end of the financial 
year in which the registration is granted. 

(ii) The board may, with the prior concurrence of 
the SEBI, prescribe, from time to time, procedure 
and conditions for the registration of name and 
address of such non-member. 

Registration may be renewed on annual basis 
by the Board, on expiry of the existing 
registration of non-member after payment of 


Rs. 25/- along with application for renewal of 
registration. The validity of registration will be 
valid till the end of financial year for which the 
application is made. 

(iii) If any person, who has been registered with 
the Exchange as per clause (i) above, commits 
any breach of the conditions of registration, the 
Board may also cancel his registration, the Board 
may impose on him such fine as it may deem fit 
and may also cancel his registration. 

(iv) In the event to the board, with the approval 
of the SEBI, or the SEBI on its own may prescribe 
any limit on the open position of any non¬ 
member under these bye-laws, the outstanding 
business of non-member in excess of the 
prescribed limit may be closed out in accordance 
with terms of closure that may be fixed by the 
board, if the same is not reduce to the prescribed 
limit within seven days or within such further 
period as may be extended by the board with 
the approval of the SEBI by non-member 
concerned from the date of the Board's orders. 

(v) A registered non-member client of the 
Exchange shall be liable for expulsion, suspension 
and/or for payment of fine for (a) misconduct 
(b) refusal to abide by awards unbecoming 
conduct (d) violation of bye-laws, (e) publication, 
misrepresentation and circulation of false 
rumours, (f) refusal to comply with the request 
of the Board or a Committee appointed by it or 
the Exchange and (g) non-payment of any dues 
and/or fines etc. as laid down in Bye-law 138 
here to before in respect of members of the 
Exchange. 

266 The office of a member of any committee or 

subcommittee appointed by the Board shall be

336 In respect of Mustard Seed commodity 
derivatives the quality of the mustard seeds 
shall be dry and only mandi tax paid and 42% 
Oil shall be a guarantee condition." 

337 The Units of trading and price quotation in 
mustard seeds commodity derivatives shall be 
2000 kilograms or 20 quintal and 20 kgs. 
respectively. 

338 In respect of mustard Seeds commodity 
derivatives the gross weight of each bag shall 
be 85 kilograms. The bag will go in weight. The 
bagging of mustard seed only once used fresh 
sugar bag without patches and untorn any cut, 
will be accepted. In case the used bags bear 
cuts and there is a mutual consent among the 
buyer and seller regarding a lot the said lot can 
be delivered otherwise the buyer will have a 
right to reject the same and the seller shall be 
liable to the loss. 

339(A) In respect of Commodity derivatives of Mustard 
seeds the goods tendered for delivery contained 
up to 2% naturally damaged grain, 500 gms. 
Dust, mitti, siftings (Chhanan) of Rodies will be 
accepted without discount/premium. The 
purchaser shall have a right to get sample from 
any of one bag of each unit and out of the same 
the necessary quantity, if necessary, will be sent 
for testing in the laboratory by the Employee of 
the Exchange. The buyer and seller shall be 
bound by the result of the lab. 

339(c)(i) In respect of commodity derivatives of Mustard 
seeds in the delivery Condition; seller will receive 
all VAT taxes from buyer which will be applicable 
on that time. 

339(c)(ii) In case at the time of delivery of the goods in 
respect of commodity derivatives of mustard 
seeds the weighment of each bag is recorded no 
extra weighment rebated will be allowed. 

340 In respect of Mustard seed Commodity 
derivatives there shall be four deliveries in a 
year i.e. in the month of January, April, July and 
October of the Gregorian calendar and the due 
date for each delivery shall be as under:

341 "Trading in Mustard-seeds commodity 
derivatives shall be commenced in the respective 


months as under

be commenced on the first day of January. 

3- 20th July delivery commodity derivatives shall 
be commenced on the first day of April.

342(iii) In case before weighment of the goods at the 
time of inspection the buyers feels that the 
quality of the goods tendered are not according 
to rules and the seller does not agree with the 
buyer then before weighment of the goods the 
representative of the Exchange in the presence 
of the buyer and seller take out the samples 
from the tendered lort and sent the same for 
testing to Gupta Food Laboratory, Revti Kunj, 
Hapur. The buyer and seller shall be bound the 
report of the Laboratory provided the quantity 
of FFA is not found more than 1%. 

342(v) In case on the request of the seller the sample 
is sent again for testing to out station 
Laboratories 10% of the payment be withheld 
by the Exchange as security till the report of the 
testing from the Laboratories is received. If there 
again is found any difference in the testing 
result the discount/will be deducted from the 
amount of security and the balance amount will 
be paid to the seller. 

342(vi) In respect of commodity derivatives of mustard 
seeds deliver the goods having less or more 
than 42% oil guarantee discount/premium will 
be payable accordingly i.e. each 1% of oil 
quantity more or less 2.4% premium/discount 
will be taken or given of the delivery rate. 

344 Members, entering into commodity derivatives, 
will be liable to pay total transaction charges to 
the Exchange during a particular financial year 
as per the recommendations and decisions of 
the Governing board. 

345 (a) In respect of commodity derivatives in 
mustard seed the margin money (Deposit margin 
money) on open position units will be applicable 
as per SEBI Guidelines. 

In respect of these contracts the trading is limited 
to 500 units per operator. In addition the Board 
shall be authorized to reduce the limitation of 
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500 units for all of the operators or any one of 
the operators. 

(b) The Board, may from time to time, by a 
resolution passed by itself concurred in by the 
SEBI make such variations may be found 
necessary or desirable in respect of system, 
time, manner of payment and/or amount of margin 
payable in respect of all transaction including 
those entered in to before such variations are 
made, 

(c) The powers specified in clause (b) above 
may be exercised by the SEBI in any case when 
in the opinion of the SEBI. It is expedient in the 
interest to do so. 

(d) Every member shall have to submit to the 
clearing section his daily report for all the 
commodity derivatives entered in to by him after 
trading hours on the same day. 

346. In respect of Mustard seed commodity 

derivatives the delivery of the goods may be 
made at Godowns platform or market yard of 
Hapur Mandi Area or if the seller desires, the 
delivery can take place at any of the Five 
Mandies other than Hapur as specified in the 
Bye Laws.
